The greatest question with those who are starting in the breeding of 
pure bred live stock is that of selecting the breed which is the greatest 
producer of butter. On this one factor, probably more than any other, 
are the comparative merits of the different breeds judged as it has now 
been proven by the numerous experiments and tests that a cow is profitable 
in direct ratio to the amount of butter she produces in a year. Prof. A. L. 
Haecker of the University of Nebraska states that “a breed of cattle can 
survive in the stiff competition of today only through the authenticated 
tests of its animals.” There is, however, no longer any more room for doubt 


and discussion as to which is the greatest producer of butter for that ques- - 


tion has been conclusively proven by the official records of the various 
breeds from seven days to a year. 

In the seven-day test the synopsis of 47,145 official butter records made 
for that length of time is as follows:

A CHIP FROM THE OLD BLOCK 
By S. Hoxie 


The period is past during which we 


can war against any class or breed 


of improved dairy cattle. Our Jer- 
sey friends commenced the so-called 
“battle of the breeds” which began 
in 1875 and which is now quietly com- 
ing to its close. Doubtless it com- 
menced from their lack of knowledge 
of the Holstein-Friesian breed. This 
should not be a matter of wonder to 
us for the few Holstein-Friesian 
breeders, in this country in 1875, 
themselves knew very little about their 
own herds. The Jersey breeders at- 
tack began almost as fiercely as Ger- 
many’s attack upon France began a 
year and a half ago.. They were also 
as well organized. There never was 
a better educated or a more capable 
organization than the A. J. C. C., 
and never one that had more de- 
termined and skillful leaders. Our 


American agricultural journals gen- 
erally discredited the records of milk 
and butter which were claimed for 
Holstein-Friesian cows. Besides all 
these discouraging things there were 
up to 1885 two opposing organizations 
battling over the proper name of our 
breed and its real origin and history. ~ 


In 1885 our  Holstein-Friesian 
breeders_finally succeeded in uniting, 
and close upon this event came the 
first important trial in this battle. In 
1877 or 78 the Jersey cattle club in- 
itiated a movement for a great dairy 
show in New York City. Its real aim 
was to demonstrate the absolute su- 
periority of the Jersey breed over the 
Holstein-Friesian, both in quantity 
and quality of butter production. In 
anticipation of such a triumph, the 
President of the A. J. C. C. offered 
a beautiful silver pitcher, on which 


was engraved the form and attitude 
of a beautiful Jersey cow, as first 
prize for the highest quality of but- 
ter or highest quantity (I am not 
sure which) produced by a single 
cow, exhibited at the show. This 
show was held in Madison Square 
Garden. It was my good fortune to 
be able to attend it. Of butter it 
was the most magnificent show I

milk. The World’s Champion Jersey for yearly production, Sophie 19th, 
of Hood Farm, made only 25.44 lbs. fat from 428.5 Ibs. milk in seven days. 
The third highest record Jersey for seven days, Myrtle of Big Poplar, made 
24.71 lbs fat from 473.6 lbs. milk. The average of the three highest Jersey 
records is 25.419 Ibs. fat from 445.9 lbs. milk.or 8.478 lbs fat behind the 
average of the three highest Holstein records for seven days. 


In the Guernsey breed, Murne Cowan and May Rilma tie each other 
for the highest production for seven days each making 24.40 lbs. fat. 
Dolly Dimple comes third with the production of 23.90 Ibs. fat in seven 
days. The average of the three highest Guernsey records for seven days 
is 24.233 lbs. fat from 491.3 Ibs. milk or 9.664 Ibs. fat behind the average 
of the three highest Holsteins. The three highest Ayrshire records for 
seven days average 23.014 Ibs. fat from 526.4 lbs. milk. The World’s

ever saw, of cattle it was quite 
limited. 

I must give credit to the managers 
for the perfect fairness of its ar- 
rangement and management. A Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeder was called 
upon to arrange the butter exhibit. 
He excluded from it every means of 
knowing the names of the exhibitors. 
An impartial judge was obtained from 
Boston. 

I regret to write that not a single 
breeder of Holstein-Friesians en- 
tered butter in this exhibit except the 
firm of Smiths and Powell of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y. Mr. Powell, to whom I 
have recently written for information 
is unable to give me full particulars, 
on account of ill health, but I know 
that the firm of Smiths and Powell 
won the silver cup and also the second 
prize for quantity of butter fat. More- 
over it won the first prize for quality 
of butter. 

I add for the information of the 
public and especially for a class of 
Jersey breeders, that quality of but- 
ter depends not upon breeds of cattle 
but upon the skill of the butter mak- 
ers.

For seven days there are over 400 Holsteins that have exceeded the 
World’s record Guernsey, Murne Cowan, who made only 24.40 lbs. fat in 
a week. As there is less than one Holstein cow out of twenty that is 
continued on yearly test, there are only two Holsteins that have exceeded 
Murne Cowan’s record for 365 days There would be undoubtedly however 
a large percentage of those 400 Holsteins that execeed Murne Cowan for 
seven days that would have exceeded her record also for a year had they 
been continued on test as the results of the Wisconsin Dairy Competition 
proved that there is no appreciable difference in the persistency between 
the Jersey, Holstein or Guernsey. The average of the highest Holstein 
records for seven days is approximately one-third greater than that of the 
Jersey and 40 per cent: greater than that of the Guernsey and this percent- 
age of superiority would have probably been kept for 365 days had the ma- 
jority of great-record Holsteins-been tested for a year.

In the official Holstein butter tests for longer than 7 days, the sixty 
day record is held by K. P. Pontiac Lass who made 247.05 lbs. fat; the 
100 days record is held by the same cow with a production of 372.13 lbs. fat 
and the 120 days record is held by Johanna De Kol Van Beers who made 
433.08 lbs. fat. The highest thirty day record made by a Holstein cow, 
eight months or more after calving, is held by Finderne Pride Johanna Rue 
who made near the last month of her test, 117.64 Ibs. fat from 2437.2 lbs. 
milk in 30 days. 

The highest Guernsey 30-day record made eight months after calving 
is held by Murne Cowan who made 98.80 Ibs. fat from 1871.3 lbs. milk 
in 31 days.

THE OUTLOOK IN KANSAS 

By Ray. Yarnell, Topeka, Kansas. 

Topeka, ,Kan., Nov.—That Kansas 
is rapidly becoming one of the lead- 
ing dairy states in the middle west 
is the declaration of O. E. Reed, pro- 
fessor of dairy husbandry, in the 
Kansas State Agricultural College 
here. He prophesizes that within a 
few years the Jayhawker state will 
be a leader in the production of dairy 
products if the interest in dairying, 
shown during the last two or three 
years, persists. 

Just as an example of what has 
been accomplished, Professor Reed 
points out that in 1914 Kansas dairy- 
men made a profit of $1,000,000 more 
from their dairies than they did in 
1918. That, he argues, is sufficient 
incentive for them to continue to push 
the new industry. 

Through the establishment of milk 
condensaries throughout the state 
and the building up of dairy com- 
munities, most of them containing 
Holstein-Friesian cattle, whose repu- 
tation as milk producers has made 
them popular with Kansas, the inter- 
est in dairying has been greatly in- 
tensified. The showings made at 
fairs all over the state by the black 
and white cows is another thing that 
is causing Kansas farmers to special- 
ize in the Holstein-Friesian breed as 
dairy cattle and they are making 
money. 

The success. of the Holstein-F ries- 
ian community near. Mulvane is hav- 
ing much to do with-the way farmers 
are filling-up their barns with the 
big milk producers. 

“Kansas is-sure to become one- of 
the leading dairy states in the Un- 
ion,” ‘said Professor Reed, “because 
of her natural fitness in the way of 
climate and feed. As the population 
increases, the demand is going to be 
great and is going to be satisfied from 
home grown stuff. There is a greater 
demand for special purpose dairy cows 
today than there ever has been be- 
fore. There is no question but that 
Kansas will be right in line so far 
as dairying is concerned. 

“The future of ‘dairying depends 
on grade dairy cattle and thorough- 
breds. It is highly important that 
the farmers pay more attention to the 
selection of bulls so as to get bulls 
from high producers. The farmer 
cannot pay too much attention to the 
quality of the sire. He should be of 
a good mother and a good family 
which has a good record back of it.” 
The increase in population and the 
high price of land in Kansas has 
caused more diversified and intensive 
farming. The farmers have found 





that dairying brings in more consis- 
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tent returns than does grain farm- 
ing. Dairying keeps up the soil fer- 
tility and puts farming on a more 
permanent basis. 

Other factors which serve to aid 
Kansas as a dairy state are her mild 
climatic conditions and the growing 
of alfalfa hay. At the present time 
Kansas has more than 1,000,000 acres 
in alfalfa. The use of the silo has 
been another important factor. Five 
years ago there were approximately 
sixty silos in the state; now there are 
more than 9,000. A new silo is be- 
ing built in Kansas every half day. 
The dairymen as a rule can make 
more profit out of his silo tu 
farmers. 

SERUM TESTS AND THE FOOT- 

AND-MOUTH DISEASE 








Department of Agriculture’s Official 
Statement of the Origin of Present 
Outbreak in Northern Illinois. 





Washington, D. C., Oct. 30, 1915. 

An official statement in regard to 
the recent reappearance in northern 
Illinois of the foot-and-mouth disease 
after it had been apparently stamped 
out early in the year, was issued 
today by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. From this 
statement it appears that the out- 
break has now been definitely traced 
to an antihog-cholera serum prepared 
from the blood of hogs infected with 
foot-and-mouth disease but showing 
at the time the serum was manufac- 
tured no symptoms of the contagion. 
According to the statement, the ser- 
um was thoroughly tested before it 
was permitted to be placed upon the 
market, and the tests failed to reveal 
any evidence of contamination. After 
the recurrence of the disease in IIli- 
nois, samples of the serum were 
tested again and again by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and also tested 
by the United States Public Health 
Service. It was not until the sixty- 
second animal used in the tests had 
been inoculated with the serum, how- 
ever, that the bacteriologists of the 
Department were able to produce any 
symptoms of foot-and-mouth disease. 

The Department’s statement is as 
follows: 

In Ocotber, 1914, an outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease—the first in 
this country in six years—was discov- 
ered in the vicinity of Niles, Michi- 
gan. Despite thorough investigation, 
the source of the infection remains 
unknown. It was learned, however, 
that before the occurrence was re- 
ported to Washington and the disease 
diagnosed by veterinarians familiar 





with it through experience in past

The Holstein breed thus has more cows over 1100 lbs. fat, 1000 lbs., 900 
lbs., 800 lbs. and 700 lbs. fat than all other breeds of cattle combined. Four 
years ago the Jersey had seven cows yielding over 800 lbs. fat and the Hol- 
stein only -three 800 lb. fat cows. The wonderful progress made by Hol- 
stein cows in the last few years is thus seen in that that breed now has 
54 cows over 800 lbs. fat while the Jersey has only 19. The Holstein breed 
has 23 cows over 900 lbs. fat while all other breeds have but 15. It will be 
noticed that neither the Jersey nor the Ayrshire breed have any cows that 
have made 1000 lbs. fat in a year, yet the Holstein breed has four to exceed~ 
that figure and two that have made over 1100 lbs., including one Junior 
three-year-old. No other breed has ever had a cow outside of the Holstein 
to make 1100 lbs. fat.

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outbreaks, animals from the infected 
area had reached Chicago. Owing to 
the extreme contagiousness of the di- 
sease, the Union Stock Yards were 
quarantined (October 31). Ordinarily 
several days or a week elapse between 
infection and the appearance of symp- 
toms, and although there was no con-. 
clusive evidence on the point it was 
believed possible that the animals in 
question might have reached the 
yards in the incubative stage and in- 
fected them. 

On November 1 this belief was 
strengthened by the discovery of the 
disease in the cattle being exhibited 
at the Dairy Show in the immediate 
vicinity of the yards. In the yards 
proper, however, the first case did not 
appear until November 3. The next 
day foot-and-mouth disease was 
found among the hogs at the estab- 
lishment of the Great Western Serum 
Company. This establishment was 
quarantined at once.and at about the 
same time a precautionary quaran- 
tine was also placed upon another es- 


‘tablishment, that of the Chicago Ser- 


um Company, located about a mile 
away, although no actual cases of the 
disease had been found at this Second 
establishment. At that time the Chi- 
cago Serum Company had on hand 
approximately 101,000 cubic centime- 
ters of anti-hog-cholera serum which 
had been prepared late in October. 
All of this serum was placed under 
official seal by the inspectors of the 
Department and withheld from distri- 
bution. 

During the ensuing six months the 
disease, which had spread widely- over 
the country, was effectively combated 
by the slaughter of all exposed herds. 
It was then decided that the law re- 
quired the Department to comply with 
the request of the Chicago Serum 
Company for a test of the serum in 
order that if it were found safe, it 
might be placed upon the market. The 
National Serum Law gives the De- 
partment no authority to refuse to 
permit the sale of a serum unless it 
is contaminated, dangerous, or worth- 
less. 

Arrangements were accordingly 
made by the Chicago Serum Com- 
pany for a test under the supervision 
of the Department. Forty-one thou- 
sand cubic centimeters of the serum 
were thoroughly mixed and rebottled, 
and on June 30 samples were injected 
into eight small hogs. Two check hogs 
were also included in the test. Al- 
though injections as large as 40 cubic 
centimeters were used, it is certain 
that none of these hogs developed 
foot-and-mouth disease. The test be- 
ing thus absolutely~negative—that is 





|to say no indications of the disease 
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resulting from it—the company was 
informed that it could ship out the 
serum to its customers. 

On August 8 the inspector in charge 
of field inspection at Chicago tele- 
phoned to Washington that a case of 
foot-and-mouth disease had been dis- 
covered in a herd which had been in- 
oculated with this serum in Cook 
County, Illinois. Pending investiga- 
tion, all shipments of serum produced 
in Chicago were at once prohibited. 
As a result of the investigation it 
was found that serum from the Chi- 
cago Serum Company had been used 
on eleven herds of hogs, eight of which 
were in Illinois and one each in Min- 
nesota, Michigan, and Indiana. In- 
spection showed that eight of these 
herds were infected with foot-and- 
mouth disease, although only a very 
small percentage of the hogs in them 
manifested symptoms of the disease. 
All the animals were, however, 
slaughtered at once. The three herds 
in which no disease was found were 
also slaughtered without waiting to 
see whether they would subsequently 
develop the disease or not. This 
measure was necessary on account of 
the risk that the disease might be 
spread by the animals while in the 
incubative stage. As a result of the 
precaution no further cases have been 
reported from Michigan, Minnesota 
or Indiana. 

In addition to these measures 
adopted to control the spread of the 
disease, samples of the serum actually 
used were procured from the owners 
of the infected herds and also samples 
of the remaining stock of the Chica- 
go Serum Company. Pigs and calves, 
the animals which are most suscepti- 
ble to foot-and-mouth disease, were 
inoculated with these samples. The 
results were again negative and after 
two series of tests had been made, the 
United States Public Health Service 
was asked to conduct a third series. 
This also was negative. 


Up to this time, therefore, four 
series of tests had been made in which 
a total of 52 animals had been used. 
None of .these 52 animals developed 
foot-and-mouth disease and the inocu- 
lations afforded no evidence that the 
serum was in any way contaminated. 
Each subsequent series apparently 
only confirmed the original test made 
before the serum was permitted.to be 
placed upon the market. The fact re- 
mained, however, that herds treated 
commercially with the serum had de- 
veloped foot-and-mouth disease. A 
fifth test therefore was made and ten 
days after inoculation, the sixty-sec- 
ond animal which had been used in 
the tests, a calf which had received

The ten highest record Brown Swiss average 645.86 lbs. fat and 
16087.-1 lbs. milk. The great progress of the Holstein breed in the average 
of the ten highest yearly record cows has been very extraordinary in the 
last five years. In 1911 the average of the ten highest Jerseys for yearly 
production was 822 lbs. fat; for the ten highest record Guernsey, 818 Ibs. 
and for the ten leading Holsteins, 786 lbs. fat. Thus from being 32 lbs. 
behind the Jerseys, the Holstein breed is now 76 lbs. fat ahead of the 
Guernseys and 109 Ibs. fat ahead of the Jerseys. When such wonderful 
strides have been made in the past in the Holstein breed, what may we 
expect of the future, especially when yearly testing has just been taken up 
appreciably by Holstein breeders in the last year or two. (See Field Note.) 
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characteristic lesions. The diagnosis 
of foot-and-mouth disease was subse- 
quently confirmed by the inoculation 
of other animals with material from 
the infected calf. 

This is regarded as proof that the 
suspected serum actually was infected. 
Why the standard tests used on 61 
animals failed to reveal this fact is a 
- matter for scientific investigation and 
the bacteriologists of the Department 
are now at work upon the problem. At 
the time of manufacture, one-half of 
one per cent of carbolic acid was 
mixed with the serum to act as a pre- 
servative. It is now believed that the 
earbolic acid, acting as a germicide, 
may have attenuated or partially de- 
stroyed the virus to such an extent 
that what have previously been con- 
sidered safe tests failed to establish 
the presence of the infection. It is 
also possible that the virus instead of 
being disseminated throughout the en- 
tire mass of serum, may have become 
agglutinated. This has been known 
to occur with germs of other diseases. 
The result would be the formation in 
the serum fluid of isolated clumps of 
foot-and-mouth disease virus, while 
the bulk of the serum remained free 
from these tiny masses. If this were 
the case, it is obvious that certain 
animals inoculated with the serum 
would develop foot-and-mouth disease 
and others would escape. Up to the 
present, it should be stated, scientists 
have not been able to identify the 
germ of foot-and-mouth disease al- 
though the economic importance of 
the plague in Europe has caused it to 
be studied exhaustively for many 
years. 

In the Department, experiments are 
now being vigorously prosecuted with 
a view to discover a means of treat- 
ing serum at the time of its manufac- 
ture which effectually will kill the 
virus of foot-and-mouth disease. The 
results so far attained are promising 
and the Department hopes that a suc- 
cessful method will be evolved short- 
ly. In the meantime all the infected 
serum in the hands of the Chicago 
Serum Company has been destroyed 
without compensation. All other 
serum manufactured in Chicago, 
which it was believed might contain 
possibilities of danger, has likewise 
been destroyed. Furthermore, the 
Department is prohibiting the ship- 
ment of any serum from licensed es- 
tablishments in the districts that are 
-under quarantine for foot-and-mouth 
disease.

M. R. Evans of Hinckley, Ill. has 
just returned home after a trip East 
to return a bull which he had been 
using from the Lawson farms at La- 
Grangeville, N. Y. Mr. Evans re- 
ports Holstein-Friesian conditions as 
“Looking up” in Illinois,—particu- 
larly in the northern part of the state 
where he is situated. He feels that 
Illinois holds a great future for the 
“Black and Whites”, as it is essen- 
tially a good dairy state, and one in 
which the Holstein breed has not yet 
secured much more than a foothold. 

Mr. Evans’ senior herd sire is Sir 
Ymba Spofford Pledge No. 39047. This 
is a bull which he secured from E. 
H. Knapp & Son of Fabius, N. Y., 
and for the dam of which D. W. Field 
& Son of Montello, Mass., paid $6,000, 
she being the fourth 30 lb. cow. Her 
name is Ymba 3d Pledge Clothilde. 
Mr. Evans is now testing some daugh- 
ters of this bull, and they are just 
completing a yearly semi-official rec- 
ord. A five year old daughter will 
approximate 815 pounds of butter 
and 7800 lbs. of milk in her test, while 
the three year old daughter will pro- 
duce 725 Ibs. of butter and 17100 lbs. 
of milk. Another daughter, a four- 
yr-old, Mr. Evans tells us, will reach 
745 Ibs. of butter and 16800 lbs. of 
milk. These are pretty good records, 
and Mr. Evans is to be congratulated 
upon the quality of his herd, as it is 
evident that he has some good ani- 
mals among the fifty or so which he 
owns. The junior sire on Mr. Evans’ 
farm is a young son of the great King 
Segis Pontiac Alcartra out of Platte- 
kill Pietertje Cornucopia No. 120814, 
who has a record of 382.48 lbs. of but- 
ter in seven days. He secured this 
young bull from the Lawson Holding 
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Co. Ine. of LaGrangeville, N. Y. July 
of this year, and states that he likes 
him very much. We will have a cut 
of this young animal in the next issue 
of the ““World”.

He has been on his parents’ farm for 
15 years past and has been breeding 
purebreds for six years. He sold 
seven animals before the Earlville 
sale, and “cleaned out” there. He ex- 
pects to spend the winter in Florida, 
but beyond that his plans for the 
future are still unsettled. 

Mr. Kessler attributes the present 
depression in the price of Holstein- 
Friesians to several causes, 

“The European war has had some 
effect on the situation,” he said, “and 
the foot-and-mouth disease, though it 
might be expected to boost prices, 
has tended to depress them. Buying 
on test, which the’ Borden company 
and others have adopted, has also 
helped to put prices on Holstein-Frie- 
sians lower than they have been for 
years.” 

Mr. Kessler is emphatic, however, 
in his choice of Holsteins as milk 
producers, 

“If I were going to stay in the 
game,” he said, “no other breed would 
cempt me, in spite of the claims which 
advocates of some of them put forth. 
It seems clear to me that 50 pounds 
of 3%% Holstein-Friesian milk is 
worth more than 25 pounds of 6% 
Jersey milk, and I confidently assert 
that Holstein-Friesian breeding will 
come back into its own. Three states 
of the Union, New York, Wisconsin 
and Illinois are headquarters for 
Holstein-Friesians, and these three 
have all the other states to feed. 

Pennsylvania is filling up some, 
though Pennsylvanians have been 
somewhat shy. Virginia and West 
Virginia are crazy for Holstein-Frie- 
sians, and Washington, Oregon, Ne- 
braska, and many other states, are 
sending in their inquiries. No. sir, 
the Holstein-Friesian bubble has not 
burst yet, by any means, and it will 
not burst for many years to come.” 

Mr. Kessler has many friends among 
the breeders who will bé sorry to lose 
him from the game. 
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The leading article by Harold Mc- 
Allister should be amended to include 
the record of the new champion but- 
ter-fat producer, Duchess Skylark 
Ormsby. Her record is 27,761:7 Ibs. 
milk containing 1,205.09 lbs. fat. This 
will change the results in several of 
the tables.

Current 

The Holdup Between Opinion 
Producer and Consumer for Novem- 
ber contains 

the first of a series of articles on “The 
Milk Industry”. This article is en- 
titled “The Marketing of Milk—How 
Farmers are Drivert Out of Business 
and the Cost of Living is Forced Up”. 
The article sets out to deal with 
facts and not to indulge in argumenta- 
tion. It points out that when New 
York City had 350,000 unemployed 
adults, farmers were hampered for 
lack of help. It cites the excess of 
urban over rural population and the 
rapid increase of this excess. It says 
that in Rhode Island, 96 per cent of 
the people are Urban; in New York 
75 per cent; in Massachusetts, 93 per 
cent; in Connecticut 89 per cent; and 
in Pennsylvania, 61 per cent.”. It 
also states that in all but three states, 
Nevada, Wyoming and New Mexico, 
the line of urban population is longer 
for 1910 than for any preceding de- 
cade. It asks: “If the very base of 
all national prosperity is the farm, 
why is all this? Why this amazing 
spectacle of bartering away the right 
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to live for the permission from some 
other man for the right to live? for 
this is just about what the exchange 
from farm to factory means.” 
Referring to the dairy cow the ar- 
ticle continues: “If we are to believe 
the theorists, the dairy cows is the 
first act and the middle act and the 
last act of every fertile and successful 
farm. The dairy cow has been pic- 
tured as the “mortgage lifter, “the 
silk dress buyer,’ ‘the banker lady’ 
and the ‘motor car creator’ of suc- 
cessful farms in the richest agricul- 
tural states. In ‘diversified farming 


S.|the dairy cow has been played up as 


the star * * * If in your dreams 
you see a festive cow come dancing 
the tango across the hardwood floor of 
your castle-in-the-air, with a switch 
of her tail, more graceful than the 
bow of the dancing master to his 
partner, know acording to theory ‘you 
are foreordained, destined and elect 
to wallow in the fat of the land on 
that future farm of yours”. 

The writer continues, “Instead of 
this, behold the fact! With feed ad- 
vanced from $10 to $28 and $35; with 
the price of milk advanced to the con- 
sumer from 5 and 6 cents a quart to 
9 and 10 cents; the price of milk to 
the producer has gone down from 4.4 
cents a quart in 1909, and 4.3 in 1910 
to 2.8 and 3.4 in 1915, so that a 
farmer who produces 10 cans of milk 
per day, receives $4 per day less than 
formerly, or $120 per month, or $1,140 
per year—enough to wipe out the 
profits on the average farm, or to put 
the sub-average farm in a hole”. 

It seems that this writer has reached 
the conclusion, as farmers have been 
aware for a long time, that the trou- 
ble is not with the producer, nor with 
the consumer, but with the “middle 
man”. It costs more to produce milk; 
the consumer pays more; but the pro- 
ducer gets less and less. 

Is not this one of the reasons for 
the drift of population from the coun- 
try to the city? Do men better their 
condition by this shift—instead of 
receiving low prices for their products 
they must pay high prices for neces- 
sities. Would it not be better to 
combine forces and demand a fair di- 
vision of profits? .

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There is always danger 
What Makes that we may come to 
Value think of animals as hav- 

ing unusual value be- 
cause of the mere fact that they are 
purebred and registered. And such 
is, in fact, usually the case but the 
point which we wish to bring out is 
that it is not necessarily so. The 
fact that an animal is purebred 
denotes that for many generations 








back there has been no intermingling 
of foreign blood—it denotes purity of 


blood but not degree of quality. By - 


the intentional mating of poor indi- 
viduals for a number of generations, 
it would be possible to develop ill- 
formed individuals that would be as 
unprofitable as—well, Jerseys or goats 
or worse and still they would be pure 
and might be registered. Registra- 
tion papers have never inspired a cow 
to a large milk flow or a high butter 
fat test or induced her to get calves 
with robust constitution. What counts 
then? Plainly it is the intrinsic 
value; every purebred animal sold 
should possess intrinsic value, meas- 
ured in ability to produce wealth 
commensurate with the price paid for 
her. If she does not, the purchaser 
is cheated. The fact is, however, that 
most purebred stock does come up to 
this standard. 

The true criterion then, is not the 
registration papers or records, but 
individuality plus registration and rec- 
ords. An,outstanding individual means 
a secure foundation, something on 
which you can build safely; on the 
other hand, starting with a poor in- 
dividual, you build as upon sand. 

Time after time we have dwelt upon 
this subject in the World and the more 
we contemplate it, the sounder the 
counsel appears. We think we can 
see some change in the attitude of 
consignors and purchasers at auc- 
tion sales, showing a leaning to this 
view; the consignors are more careful 
than formerly to offer good individ- 
uals and the purchasers pay more for 
them. 

Breeders usually mate animals. with 
intelligence; they breed up and not 
down and as a result many purebred 
herds average 10,000 and often 15,000 
and even higher in pounds of milk a 
year and produce a profit of $100 or 
better, which is rarely if ever the case 
among grade herds. The intrinsic 
value of an animal is measured by its 
ability to get robust, heavy-producing 
offspring as well as by its own milking 
qualities. By this standard an ani- 
mal’s worth may be very great and 
still be in proportion to its value to 
produce wealth, which is its true 
worth.

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The Sinton Herd of Holstein-Friesians

Back in 1878 three Sinton Brothers 
left Ithaca, N. Y., and settled in 
Colorado. One of the brothers, a 
dentist, we believe located in Denver, 
Geo. H. and Melvin Sinton went to 
Colorado Springs and started in the 
dairy business. Today the Sinton 
Dairy Company furnisn most of the 
milk supplied to Colorado Springs. 
Besides their own holdings the Com- 
pany leases 5,000 acres from an 
. English proprietor. At present the 
herd consists of some 500 head, most- 
ly grade Holstein-Friesians, 

Geo. H. Sinton and two sons con- 
duct the retail part of the business, 
while Melvin Sinton is at the head 
of the Ranch Department. Geo. T. 
Sinton, son of Melvin, has acquired 
all the pure-breds and is conducting 
a separate herd, the milk being sold 
to the Sinton Dairy Co. at fifteen 
cents per gallon. 

It was’ not until 1902 that the 
Company owned any pure-bred Black 
and Whites. These were purchased 
from Louis R. Ehrich of Colorado 
Springs, and were all imported stock. 
Geo. T. now has some 60 to 70 head 
largely descended from. the original 
purchase, the majority of which are 
not yet of milking age. 

Geo. T. Sinton is a young man, 
only 22 years of age, wide-awake and 
energetic, who has an ‘ambition to 
own one of the best herds of Holstein- 
Friesians' in the country. He cer- 
tainly has a good start on the way 
to realize his ambition. He is opto- 
mistic and predicts that ten years 
will see pure-bred Black and Whites 
the dominant dairy cattle of the 
state. 

In the present herd are some very 
excellent cows. One especially hand- 
some cow is Abbebaker Beauty, No. 
80739. Last year she produced 17,912 
Ibs. of milk, containing 644.83 lbs. of 
butter fat, equivalent to 806.037 lbs. 
of butter. 

Another cow, Colette Baker 4th, 
145297, in 8 mos. 4 days of her pres- 
ent lactation period, has produced 
17,466 lbs. of milk, 655 lbs. butter.. 

Mercedes Pride Pietertje, as a two- 
year-old, in 9% months has produced 
14,075 lbs: milk. 


Three cows in the herd, Abbekerk 
Beauty, Colette Baker 4th and Nat- 
sey Olt 2d, have produced in excess 
of 100 lbs. of milk in one day. 

However, averages are what tell 
the story in herd production. In 1912, 
the 17 head inthis milking herd, 
about two-thirds being heifers with 
first or second calf, gave an average 





yield of 12,183 lbs. of milk, and in 
1914, 19 head at an average age of 
four years, gave an average yield of 
13,260 lbs. of milk, 571.837 Ibs. but- 
ter, 3.45 average per cent fat. The 
average cost of maintenance was $112 
per cow, the average profit $140. per 
cow. 

Here are figures which we think 





20 head averaged $166%, and 120 
head averaged $135. 
Mr. Sinton has some 40 head of

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unsterilized utensils, and from the 
person and clothes of the milker. 
Accordingly, it pays to have the milk 
producer keep clean. He should keep 
his cows clean, his barn clean, his 
milking utensils clean and sterile, 
and above all he and his help should 
be clean and healthy. It is not nec- 
essary to wear expensive clothes to 
milk in, but it is important that the 
milker should have clean clothes and, 
clean hands. It is not necessary that 
the milker should have small, white 
hands with tapering fingers, but it 
is necessary that his or her hands be 
clean. It is not at all essential that 
the dairy barn be architecturally per- 
fect or the walls enameled and gilded, 
but all dairy barns should be plainly 
constructed, and free from unneces- 
sary material. The walls and ceiling 
should be comparatively smooth, the 
floors, stall and mangers tight and 
sanitary and the room well lighted, 
and sufficiently large to furnish an 
abundant supply of air for the cows. 

The most important thing is clean- 
liness. A clean barn, with clean cows, 
clean milker, and clean utensils, make 
clean milk. 

To keep milk pure the producer 
must understand the meaning of 
cleanliness. He must know how -to 
put this understanding into practice. 
Mr. or Mrs. Consumer can help him 
by letting him know that they under- 
stand what cleanliness means and 
that they are willing to pay the extra 
cost of producing a clean product. 
If the consumer and producer could 
get together and talk these things 
over the consumer would come to real- 
ize the real problems of the producer 
and the producer would be more rea- 
sonable and kindly disposed towards 
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the consumer. The producer would 
keep his milk pure, and the consumer 
would better appreciate the value of 
a clean product. 

Why Pasteurize? 

In the process of pasteurization, 
milk is heated to a temperature suf- 
ficiently high to kill all disease pro- 
ducing bacteria without producing 
any changes in milk that could be 
detected by the senses, such, for ex- 
ample, as taste, smell or sight. 

Not all bacteria are killed by this 
process, even when most carefully 
done. But those are killed which are 








capable of infecting the people who 
use the milk. It also kills the great 
majority of those bacteria which spoil 
or sour milk. 

When the right temperature is used 
for the proper length of time, the bac- 
teria remaining in the milk are harm- 
less to man and produce only slow 
changes in the milk if it is is after- 
wards kept at a cool temperature.

The dangers from raw milk, (in 
the case of tuberculosis) come from 
the cow. This danger can be avoided 
either by using milk only from cows 
which are known to: be free of the 
disease or by pasteurizing the milk. 
Raw milk from cows which have not 
been tested for tuberculosis is always 
dangerous and for children much 
more dangerous than it was formerly 
supposed to be. No one can justify 
his action, in this day and generation, 
in feeding young children raw milk 
from untested cows. All cows: pro- 
ducing milk to be used for human 
food should be tuberculin tested. 
Where milk is not received from 
tested cows it should be pasteurized 
to prevent the ever present danger 
from tuberculosis. 

The other reason why milk should 
be pasteurized is that in this way 
we can get the only absolutely safe 
milk. The reason for this is that 
typhoid“fever, scarlet fever and diph- 
theria carriers may handle the milk 
and unknowingly infect it. The tu- 
berculin test protects the’ consumer 
from tuberculosis but pasteurization 
protects the consumer from all dan- 
ger and furnishes him with a per- 
fectly safe milk. 

This, of course, is true only when 
pasteurization is ‘properly done, 
which, unfortunately, is not always 
the case. In order to kill all disease- 
producing bacteria in milk a temper- 
ature of 145 degrees F. should be se- 
cured and kept for half an hour. This 
is not always done. Sometimes, the 
same results are expected by heating 
to a higher degree for a shorter time. 
This process, however, is not advisa- 
ble. What are called flash or instan- 
taneous pasteurizers are sometimes 
used. The results from this class of 
machines are always unreliable. Fur- 
thermore, milks are sometimes prop- 
erly pasteurized but afterwards sub- 








jected to the danger of infection by 
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careless handling, by hand bottling, 
by infected caps, or by unsterilized 
bottles. 

Pasteurization should be encour- 
aged, but carefully controlled. This 
is not.an easy matter but recently 
devised ‘methods give promise that 
this can soon be easily and quickly 
done. 


Pasteurization should never be al- 
lowed for the purpose of “fixing up” 
or making salable a poor or dirty 
milk. But milk from _ tuberculin 
tested, healthy, clean cows, gathered 
and ‘handled in clean surroundings 
and properly pasteurized is the safest 
milk ‘that has yet been produced. 


Home Pasteurization. 

In case the housewife can not find 
a milk which is certainly safe, then 
what shall she do? 

‘Under such condition the best thing 
to.do is to get as good a milk as pos- 
sible and pasteurize it in the home. 
This can be done without great diffi- 
culty. 

If the milk is received in bottles 
pasteurize it in them, if not put it 
in bottles or fruit jars. Place them 
in ‘a small pail or kettle with a false 
bottom made by inverting a pie tin 
in which a few holes have been 
punched. This will hold the bottles 
off the bottom, -allow a circulation of 
the water, and prevent “bumping.” 
Through the cap of one of the bottles 
a good thermometer should be passed. 
Cold water is then poured around the 
bottles as near to the top of the milk 
as possible. The pail or kettle should 
then be put on the stove or over the 
gas flame and heated slowly until the 
proper temperature is reached. This 
should not be lower than 145 degrees 
F. This temperature should be main- 
tained for from 20 to 30 minutes. 
This can be done on the back” of the 
stove or over a very low flame. The 
pail should be covered while it is 
standing with a towel. 


After it has been heated for the 
proper length of time the milk should 
be cooled as rapidly as possible. To 
avoid breaking the bottles they should 
be put in warm water for a few mo- 
ments and then into cold water and 
finally in as cool an ice chest as pos- 
sible. When put aside the bottle 
should be tightly capped or if this is 
impossible it should have a cup or 
glass inverted over it. Pasteurized 
milk should be kept cool and used as 
promptly as possible since only the 
dangerous bacteria are killed and 
those left soon begin to grow slowly 
in the cold and faster and faster as 
the milk is allowed to warm up.

small numbers, are undesirbale in 
large numbers. 

If the milk is being pasteurized for 
a baby it should be placed in nursing 
bottles,—just enough in any one bot- 
tle for a feeding. For holding the 
necessary number. of bottles a rack is 
best arranged, but otherwise the pro- 
cess can be carried out as described 
above. The milk should not be re- 
moved from the ice chest until imme- 
diately before it is to be used. If the 
milk in a bottle is warmed but not 
used it should be thrown out. 

HOW TO COOL MILK TO KEEP IT 
SWEET. 

Complaint is frequently made, in 
the hot weather, that milk is returned 
sour from the creamery or conden- 
sery. And no doubt, it is -all the 
cause of carelessness. Milk, that is 
in the teats, when the milking is be- 
gun is much more alive with bacteria, 
which is the source of souring, than 
that which is subsequently milked. 








Therefore, when through milking, put 
the milk into a can, which is set in a 
tub of cold water, and immediately 
stir, and throw up the milk in thin 
sheets, thereby exposing the milk as 
much as possible to the air. Cool the 
milk down to 50 degrees F., this must 
be done soon after the milk has been 
drawn from the cows. After it has 
been cooled to this temperature, you 
may let it go up safely to 75 degrees 
and remain at this temperature as 
long as thirty-six hours (36), without 
souring. Warm milk, freshly drawn 
from the cow, should not be poured 
into cooled milk,, even in small quan- 


tities, as it will be certain to contam- 


inate it to such an extent, that it will 
turn sour before the milk man 
reaches the creamery with it.

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SHOW POINTS OF A HOLSTEIN 
COW 

What are the “show points” of a 
Holstein-Friesian cow? Well, that is 
something of a question as to who the 
judge is going to be. No animal 
will win first prize at all of the 
shows for the simple reason that the 
same man does not always act as 
judge. So let us see if we cannot 
reason the thing out among ourselves. 
In the first place, the Holstein-Fries- 
ian cow is a dairy animal. Some of 
her more ardent admirers go so far 
as to claim that she is a dual-purpose 
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need the milk. Man can change the 
works of nature, but he has to pay 
for what he gets every time. He can 
more fully develop one function, but 
it igs always at the expense of some 
other function. That is the reason 
why a cow cannot be an ideal dairy 
animal and an ideal beef animal at 
the same time. If you will accept the 
foregoing as facts. I think we can 
now go about the job of analysing our 
Holstein show cow. 

In the first place, she must eat a 
lot. of food and for this purpose she 
must have a wide mouth with strong

animal. But I think these men make,jaws. Here is a slap at the beauty 


a mistake. For when a Holstein cow 
possesses dual-purpose qualities she 
is not an ideal Holstein. You may. rest 
assured that she is not so good a 
dairy animal as she ought. to be, and 
I think that it would be better for 
her owners to keep her in the back- 
ground, breed her to a bull of pro- 
nounced dairy type in the hopes of 
getting some heifers from her that 
lack her “dual-purpose” qualities, and 
veal her bull calves always. 

I can see right now that we are 
going to get into trouble in this mat- 
ter of the show cow. The judge likes 
to pleasé the crowd, and the crowd 
likes a handsome, smooth animal with 
plenty of flesh, which of course makes 
graceful lines, and really a thing of 
beauty. Nature abhors sharp corners 
and ragged edges. She goes in for 
curves and plumpness every time. But 


‘ the modern Holstein cow is not a 


natural thing. She is the result of 
man’s working for a long time to 
change the course of nature and in- 
duce bossy to give milk enough to 
raise three or four calves, and keep 
it up long after the calves cease to 








idea right on the start. But the 
dainty, poor feeder will have the fine 
muzzle and the poorly developed jaw, 
and she is the cow we have no use 
for. If-our cow eats a lot of food, it 
has to go somewhere. So she must 
have a lot of storage capacity. She 
must be of long body, deep and wide. 
Her ribs must be far apart—for a cow 
has only so many ribs anyhow, so if 
they form “slats” the length of her 
sides they must be ‘placed a good way 
apart to reach. These ribs must 
also be well sprung; that is, they must 
be curved like a hoop. This, of course, 
makes more room for her several 
stomachs and other internal organs, 
not the least of which is the lungs. 
Then it is a pet phrase among writ- 
ers on the dairy cow to say that she 
must be “wedge-shaped.” That is all 
right if only the back is taken into 
consideration, but I am afraid that 
those who do not understand the 
meaning of the phrase sometimes take 
it to mean that the cow should be flat 
or “slab-sided.” By wedge-shaped we 
mean that she should be very wide at 
the hips, because there is to be a tre- 








mendous udder hung between her 
hind legs, and those legs must be well 
spread to make room for it. Then her 
back should taper along to sharp, thin 
shoulder tops, because our cow carries 
no superfluous flesh, and nature has as 
usual asserted her authority and 
taken off from one end what we have 
added to the other. The neck will, of 
course, be thin also, but wide—or, 
should I say deep—next to the should- 
ers and tapering nicely to the union 
of the head. The throat should be 
clean and not show enlarged glands. 

The legs should be néat of bone 
and moderately short. But I think 
we should not expect too much in the 
way of short legs. We want a long 
back, long neck, long ribs and a long 
tail. Now isn’t it asking almost too 
much of Nature to give us all of these 
and then place stubby legs under our 
cow? Of course Nature can do it if 
she wants to, for she has the dachs- 
hund to prove it; but I think that few 
of us will maintain that the dachs- 
hund’s legs add very much to his 
beauty, and we will not strive for that 
type of cow. The cow’s back should 
be: straight clear back to the tail 
setting. A sloping rump shows weak- 
ness, and not only this, but-we al- 
most invariably get poor forequarters 
of the-udder, with the teats pointing 
towards the fore feet, with this type 
of back. The tail should be large at 
the base, and should taper nicely 
down to the end, which should reach 
the hocks or below. And I like to see 
a good heavy switch, too. As one of 
our best dairy authorities once said, 
“A cow that hasn’t vitality enough to 
grow a switch isn’t much good any- 
how.” 


The udder should be very capacious, 
but very flexible. Avoid a fleshy ud- 
der. The quarters should be all well 
developed, and the front ones should 
extend’ well forward. The teats 
should be placed well apart, and point 
straight down, and of course they are 
better of medium size. The skin 
should be of medium thickness, but 
very soft and loose under the hand, 
and mellow. The hair should be fine, 
thick and of an oily appearance. Now 
this question of the skin is not a mat- 
ter of beauty alone. It is the only 
outward indication that we have of 
the inside lining of mucous membrane 
of the cow, and of course this has 
much to do with her function as a 
milk producer. Other outward indica- 
tions of the inside workings of the 
cow are her milk veins. The nourish- 
ment is taken ‘from the food and 
poured into the arteries, and is taken 
down to the udder on the inside of 
the cow. The milk is secreted by the 
udder glands from this arterial blood, 
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and then the “used up” blood, as we 
might say, is sent back to the heart 
through the milk veins. If these veins 
are elastic, large and tortuous, we 
conclude that a great deal of blood is 
being sent to the udder for milk ex- 
traction, because a great deal comes 
away from it. 

I think that perhaps I have touched 
upon most of the really essential 
points, but there are a few “beauty 
marks” that will win favor. I like +o
